WHEN CONGRESS SIGNED THE PLEDGE 


‘*Listen’’ Magazine - 4th quarter 1950 - 
carried an article by Grace C. Howard entitled, 
‘‘When Congress Signed the Pledge’’, which is 
very interesting. To quote in part - 


‘*The years 1830 to 1836 are known as the 
golden age of temperance. In the year 1833 
there were 5,000 temperance societies in the 
United- States with a million and a quarter 
members. ‘ : 


‘On February 26, 1833, great mass meet- 
ings were held in both Europe and America to 
let as many people as possible know about the 
temperance cause.”’ 

It was also the date of the forming of the 
American Congressional Temperance Society 
with Hon. Lewis Cass, then Secretary of War 
under President Jackson, as president. 


The 5th Annual Report of this organization 
shows that there were about 200 members — 
from the House, Senate and other government 
offices. 


To quote the closing paragraph of Miss 
Howard’s article - ‘‘It is easy to see why the 
members of Congress in 1833 could work to- 
gether more intelligently and peacefully after 
they cast ‘ardent spirits’ aside. Who can say 
what harmony might result today if the govern- 
ing bodies and statesmen throughout the world 
should follow the example of the Congress of 
1833?
